[PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED BY THE UTILITY MODEL] 

Our country is now in the age of satellite 
broadcasting, and various kinds of video sources, and 
audio sources are available. Under the circumferences, 
the television receiver is often used to listen to the 
audio, only, e.g., as in the case of listening to the so- 
called independent audio program (the audio program which 
is independent, separated from the video signal) . 
Further, the viewer may desire to listen to only the audio 
of the normal television broadcasting. In this case, the 
function -of switching the cathode ray tube to the cut-off 
state is advantageous in terms of power consumption. 
However, when the cathode ray tube is in the cutoff state, 
and no audio is outputted for some reasons (e.g., 
interruption, end of the broadcasting, or interruption of 
input from the disk) , it appears that the cathode ray tube 
is in the power-off state. Thus, depending on the person, 
the cutoff state may be mistaken as the power-off state, 
and the person may feel a sense of incongruity. 

In view of the above, for further improvement in the 
function at present, an object of the present utility 
model is to provide a video circuit which can select to 
place the cathode ray tube in the cutoff state in the case 
of listening to the audio only, and further select to 
display the power-on state of the receiver on the cathode 
ray tube, while achieving a sort of high functionality-

[MEANS' FOR SOLVING THE PROBLEM] 

The preset utility model provides a video circuit 
includes a switching circuit. A video signal generation 
circuit adjusts. each of . three colors of red, blue, and 
green to have arbitrary chroma saturation. Output signals 
from the video signal generation circuit for the 
respective colors, output signals received from a 
broadcasting video signal circuit for the respective 
colors, and potential sources for cutting off the 
respective colors of the cathode ray tube are switched by 
the switching circuit. A switching signal based on the 
switching operation is used to switch the switching 
circuit. Further, the present utility model provides a 
video circuit in which when reception of the so-called 
independent audio signal in the satellite broadcasting is 
selected, switching control of the switching circuit is 
implemented to select the output signals from the video 
signal generation circuit. 
[0005] 
[OPERATION] 

By switching operation of a viewer, while the state 
of the audio signal is maintained, the screen of the 
received video image is switched to the cutoff state or 
the illumination video image. Alternatively, when 
reception of the independent audio of the satellite 
broadcasting is selected, the screen is automatically 
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switched to the illumination video image. 
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
